Campus-community 
radio takes money 


drive to the streets

’s a.m. Stars dim overhead 
[:: dawn approaches. The uni- 

verse is unfolding as planned: 
Mark Moose charges aboard an 
ETS bus frustrated, out of breath 
and a little late. Head down, he’s 
all business.

Aside from glory, the bus 
is also going to the Mill Woods 
Transit Centre where, it is hoped, 
riders heading to the university, 
downtown or NAIT will board the 
CJSR/Clockwork Orange Juice 
special.

This week the campus-commu- 
nity radio station launches its 
annual Fun Drive, a fundraising 
campaign effort designed to come 
up with about $80,000 — marking 
an ambitious jump over last fall's 
successful campaign for $60,000.

Edmonton police spokesman 
Dean Parthenis said the EPS’s poli 
cy is to stay out of labour disputes 
as much as possible.

The only 
exception would be if there is a

Parthenis added that the EPS 
routinely monitors picket lines to 
ensure everything remains peace- 
ful, but before any show of force 
there must at least be a legitimate 
fear of illegal behaviour such as 
threats, vandalism or violence. 

Interestingly, when an employer 
calls police to voice such con- 
cerns, an EPS official meets with 
company representatives to fill out 
what’s called a confidential strike 
assessment report, which outlines 
the specific concerns and contin- 
gencies for dealing with problems. 

No such procedures exist for 
handling complaints lodged by 
unions. The  1,100-member 
Edmonton Police Association has 
been without a contract since Dec.

heatre is an odd beast. An 
actor’s job is to create a world 
in a different time and place 

and to be in the present moment in 
a real time and place. Dennis Garn- 
hum, dire@tor of To Kill A Mock- 
ingbird, plays with that reality so 
the audience can experience that 
duality. . 

“The main theme of the play is 
that you can never really under- 
stand a persor till you see their 
point of view, *-explained Garn 
hum. So there will be a limited 
number of seats available on stage 
each night for the amazing sum of 
$12. The implications of watching 
the actors up close while being 
watched by the audience in the 
theatre widens one’s perception of 


performer and passive watcher. It 
also widens potential ticket sales 
as seeing the play twice could be a 
fascinating exercise. 

The director has found different 
effects from those different points 
of view, while watching rehearsals 
from different seats. 

“I'm shocked and surprised by 
how fresh it is. Same play, differ- 
ent way,” he said. 

A cast of 20 tells the compelling 
stery of a black man unjustly 
accused of raping a white woman 
in an Alabama town during the 
1930s. Christopher Sergel’s script 
is an adaptation of Harper Lee’s 
Pulitzer-prize winning novel. 
Filtered through the perception of 
a six-year-old girl, Scout, it’s ulti- 
mately a love story between Scout 
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and her father Atticus, aswhite 
lawyer who defends a black man. 
The 1962 movie, featuring Gregory 
Peck as Atticus, remains seared 
into a generation’s consciousness 
as a seminal example of moral rec- 
titude. The play does the same. 
“As this is an issue-oriented 
play, it was important to be edu- 
cated,” said Garnhum.

Sound and Fury looks at dark side of life

fter earning a loyal following 

by producing engaging one-act 

plays at the Fringe and with the 
River City Shakespeare Festival, 
local playwright/director Scott 
Sharplin is launching a full-fledged 
theatre season for his Sound and 
Fury theatre company. 

The line-up includes a close look 
at the impact of violent crime, 
harsh criticisms of society, a 
marathon playwrighting session 
and a new take on a Shakes- 
pearean classic. 

The season opens with two one- 
act plays, Touch, by Sharplin, and 
Only Girls by Trevor Schmidt, 
Sept. 21 to Oct. 8. 

Touch examines the effect vio- 
lent crime has on those around us, 
and the ways we use to make 
sense of it. Three women are 
trapped in a coffee shop during a 
prairie blizzard and find they are 
connected in one way or another 
to a man who committed a horrify- 
ing act of violence 

“These three women knew this 
guy but in different contexts,” said 
Sharplin. “They're trying to under- 
stand these acts of violence and 
their own roles in them, as victims 
or participants or perpetrators.” 

As time passes the women begin 
to suspect they are not alone — 
that this violent man has followed 
them there, in spirit form. 

“It’s real Canadian Prairie 
Gothic,” Sharplin said.

Touch shares the stage every 
evening with Only Girls by Trevor 
Schmidt. Inspired by the brutal, 
racially-motivated killing of a 
Vancouver girl by her school- 
mates, Only Girls 

looks at a murder in a different 
way. Schmidt tells the story from 
the point of view of one of the girls 
on the sidelines. 

“She may have been a witness o1 
she may have been a perpetrator.” 

In February, Sound and Fury 
stages a “phantasmagoric, night- 
mare-filled adaptation” of Macbeth. 
Sharplin has staged Shakespeare 
on a shoestring before: he pro 
duced Othello with a cast of three, 
to critical acclaim; he mounted 
versions of The Tempest and 
Richard III with four actors. So 
when his adaptation of Macbeth 
hits the stage at Catalyst Theatre 
with a cast of six, Sharplin will be 
working with a large cast. 

“We're going to spend a bit more 
time with the witches,” he said, 
suggesting roles for half the cast 
right there. “A lot of directors are 


uncomfortable with the witches; 
they aren’t sure if they’re control- 
ling the events or witnessing them. 
I think they are integral to the tone 
of the play and I want to get audi- 
ences up close and personal with 
the witches.”

‘Tm looking forward to seeing 
what people write at five in the 
morning, under duress,” explains 
Sharplin. “And I’m thinking we 
might be able to find plays for our 
entire next season in there.”

The plot of the film, though 
vague and clichéd at times, has 
some interesting elements about it. 
Firstly, the film has two distinct 
styles between the first and last 
halves. For the first part, which 
follows the activities of the 
supremacist group in the States, 
the film is at its most violent, dis- 
playing stabbings, torture, and a 
bombing of a government building. 
It seems every few minutes some- 
one is being.hit, knifed, or shot.

their problems. If there is someone 
or something stopping the charac- 
ter's progress, they simply kill or 
blow up what is in their way. The 
editing in this segment is at-a fairly 
quick-paced, just like most Ameri- 
can films, not allowing the audi- 
ence to truly understand the char- 
acter’s motives for using violence. 
Think of most of the recent Ameri- 
can action-dramas . 

But when Bobby is sent to kill 
Teddy in Canada, the style shifts 


from American to a Canadian type 
of film. Instead of using his gun 
and fists to find Teddy, Bobby 
begins to use more psychological 
means. This is very typical of 
Canadian film where intelligence, 
rather than force, is used by the 
main character. Also, instead of 
the fast-paced, American style of 
the first part, the second half 
moves a bit slower, allowing the 
characters to develop, It is here we 
learn more about Bobby and his 
motives for being a part of the 
white supremacist group.
